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BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
ANNUAL REPORT 


The Selectmen once again take this opportunity to thank all our employees, 
board and committee members and all the volunteers who contribute 
considerable time and effort to serving the interests of the town. They deserve 
our respect, appreciation and gratitude for their commitment. The Budget 
Advisory Commitiee has spent considerable time and energy working with us to 
formulate both a reasonable and workable operating budget while trying to 
keep costs and expenses down. 


The Fire Department was recognized by Volunteer NH!, in collaboration with the 
governor's office, for outstanding contributions to volunteerism throughout the 
state and was presented The Spirit of New Hampshire Award. Northeast 
Resource Recovery Association recognized the town's Solid Waste Committee 
for its recycling efforts with the award for the most tonnage for a town in our 
population group. Congratulations to both. 


Mother Nature has given us a much-needed respite from the disasters she visited 
upon us in the recent past. We certainly hope this trend continues. As an 
indirect result of the 2007 and 2008 floods, and with considerable financial 
assistance from the Federal Emergency Management Agency, in August we 
were able to replace the Pleasant Pond Road bridge over Collins Brook. 
Because of unforeseen problems controlling the brook, the project came in 
slightly over budget and estimated time for completion. We appreciate the 
patience afforded us by those residents inconvenienced by the road's closure 
and the efforts extended by Francestown Sand and Gravel to complete the 
project in a timely fashion. Needed repairs to bridges and roads continue to be 
a concern. The state has red-flagged four of our bridges indicating immediate 
attention. While we are on the state's bridge list for aid, considerable resources 
are required to meet the 20% share of the costs the town must shoulder in order 
to qualify. 


Our town treasurer Ron Reimer and his family moved to New Boston in July. Ron 
was kind enough to remain and act in an interim capacity until we could select 
Nick Wilder as his replacement. Nick began his duties in October. The board 
thanks Ron for his several years of service to the town. 


We drafted and approved a much clearer Town Personnel Policy incorporating 
all recent changes in the law. In 2009 the town underwent a complete 
property revaluation as required by the New Hampshire Constitution. It was last 
performed in 2003. Property values increased approximately 10%. 
Consequently, the combined tax rate dropped to $21. The town’s liability insurer 
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is currently defending us against an action brought by a commercial logger as a 
result of our attempt to prevent damage fo Bible Hill Road. 


Much time is spent in the day-to-day operations of the town. Our Administrative 
Assistant, Sherry Miller, and Donna Contildes are the glue that holds this 
together. Their support allows us the ability to concentrate on the major issues 
confronting the town, to monitor the operating budget and seek ways to 
identify and eliminate waste and thereby reduce expenses. 

We have improved information technology in town departments by reducing 
duplication. We have ceniralized the office filing system to simplify the process 
of searching for information and thereby saving you time and money. 


Finally, the board endeavors to support all the town departments in order to 


enhance their ability to perform at the highest level and provide the service you 
have come to expect and deserve. Thank you for your support. 
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Budget & Advisory Committee 
2009 Annual Report 


INTRODUCTION 

The Budget & Advisory Committee (BAC) and the Board of Selectmen 
(BOS) met periodically during the year to review operations and discuss the 
budget. In the fall the BOS requested that the BAC once again hold budget 
hearings with department heads and develop a 2010 operating budget for the 
Town of Francestown. The initial goal was to draft a 2010 operating budget 
equal to the operating budget as voted at the 2009 Town Meeting. Starting in 
October, public meetings were held to review budgets with department heads. 
All meetings of the BAC are open to the public and held in the meeting room at 
Town Offices; notices are posted at the Post Office and Town Offices. . 


MISSION STATEMENT 

The responsibility of the Francestown Budget & Advisory Committee is to 
formulate and recommend an annual operating budget that will best meet the 
present and future needs of the Town of Francestown. The Committee will 
review all warrant articles requesting an appropriation of money and provide 
guidance to the Selectmen thereon. The committee will also advise the 
Selectmen on financial and other issues as requested. 


OVERVIEW 

The BAC recommends a 2010 operating budget, including bond 
payments of $1,386,592 or a decrease of 0.11% over last year’s appropriations. 
Without inclusion of bond payments the proposed gross operating budget will 
increase 0.07% over 2009 appropriations. The BAC and BOS have proposed a 
budget that is essentially flat as compared to last year without significantly 
affecting safety, recreational and town services to residents. 


BUDGET REVIEW 

The BAC and BOS agreed that for 2010 there would again be no salary 
increases for town employees. In addition, actual usage and costs for all fuels 
were reviewed and conservative downward adjustments were made accordingly. 

Highlights of the proposed 2010 operating budget include decreases to 
the budgets for Revaluation, Planning & Zoning, Police, General Highway, Solid 
Waste, Welfare, Recreation, and Conservation. Revaluation update costs will be 
significantly less this year, following the town-wide revaluation last year. The 
Police budget was reduced to $136,420, which represents an amount slightly 
higher than the three year (2006-2008) average of actual expenditures of 
$135,137. Solid Waste costs were reduced due to the diligence of the Waste 
Disposal Committee, continued recycling efforts of residents, stabilization of the 
market for recycled products and elimination of the hazardous waste disposal 
day (for 2010 only). The BAC recognizes that the Waste Disposal Committee 
wishes to continue the latter as an annual event and proposes that Hazardous 


o/7 


Waste Day be again scheduled for 2011. The Recreation budget was reduced to 
reflect the Recreation Committee’s use of its revolving fund for program fees and 
related expenses. 

Increases for this year’s budget include increases to General 
Government Building, Cemeteries, Insurance, Ambulance, Fire, Library and 
Heritage Commission. General Government Building increased due to a new IT 
contract to provide improved computer services to the Town Offices. Medical 
insurance costs increased 11.7% (see BAC proposal discussed later). Other 
specific increases were for property and liability insurance, ambulance, and 
dispatch and protective clothing for the Fire Dept. The proposed Library budget 
increased 2% as compared to the last budget year (2007) when it occupied the 
Bixby Library. Costs related to the new addition were a significant factor in its 
budget. The Heritage Commission requested an increase to continue its 
application for grant funding and study of the old Town Hall. 


BUDGET & ADVSIORY COMMITTEE PROPOSAL 

The Town of Francestown currently pays 100% of the health insurance 
costs for the town’s permanent employees. Over the past five years these costs 
have increased over 31% and current estimates are for increases to continue for 
the foreseeable future. Therefore, the BAC recommends that the Selectmen 
appoint a committee to review health insurance costs for town employees, 
investigate options including employee participation in paying a portion of health 
insurance costs and make recommendations to control cost increases. Said 
committee's review should include, but not be limited to, other benefit costs (i.e. 
dental and life insurance), other options (health savings accounts) and total 
compensation for employees.

The Francestown Volunteer Fire Department responded to 116 emergency calls 
during 2009. The fire department also conducted 12 business meetings, 10 
rescue drills, 13 fire drills/trainings, 18 work details, and 44 Sunday checks. 
The fire company membership for 2009 consists of 28 members, 12 of them 
being EMT’s and 1 Paramedic. We also have a Fire Explorer Post with 5 
members. This is a youth organization that is sponsored by the fire company to 
help promote and encourage youth interest in the fire service.

The end of 2009 is marked with the retirement of our Forest Fire Warden, 
Richard Leavitt. Dick joined the fire company in 1955. He served as Deputy 
Forest Fire Warden for 1 year in 1964. In November of 1964 Frances Abbott 
asked Dick to take over for him as Forest Fire Warden. Dick served as Warden 
from January, 1965 through December of 2009. For the past 45 years Dick has 
over seen forest fire prevention, the issuance of fire burning permits, and 
suppression of some of the largest fires in recent history.

Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands work collaboratively tc 
reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden o1 
Fire Department to determine if 2 permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is 
required for al] outside burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 1- 
800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect

Spring fire season was unusually short this past year, with wet weather beginning the third week in April and lasting virtually all summer 
long. Consequently both the number of fires and the number of acres burned were below the last five year average. Due to state budget 
constraints, the staffing of our statewide system of 16.fire lookout towers was limited to class [I or higher fire danger days. Despite the 
reduction in the number of days staffed, our fire lookout towers are credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures 
this season due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire spotting capability was supplemented this year by 
contracted aircraft and the Civil Air Patro] when fire danger was especially high. Surprisingly the largest single fire this year occurred in 
late November during an unusual dry spell, in the northern Coos County town of Clarksville. This fire burned 17.1 acres and is presumed 
to have been caused by a careless hunter. Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area 
where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2009 season threatened structures, a constant 
reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their 
home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around 
your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available at www.firewise.org.

For the George Holmes Bixby Memorial Library, the year 2009 marked 
an important milestone: the completion of the expansion project and the 
return of our community Library to its rightful location following more 

than two years of planning and building. 


Construction of the new addition and renovation in the historic brick 
structure was completed last summer. Finishing details included new, 
made-to-order shelving built by local craftsman Paul Knight and the 
magnificent circulation desk designed by Trustee Mike Petrovick, built 
by Paul Knight and painted with a beautiful faux finish by local painter 
Bruce Dennis. Other local contractors who contributed their talents to the 
project included Bub Rokes and Francestown Sand & Gravel. 


But the work was by no means done. Library staff, with assistance from 
Cathy Gombas, who served as our move coordinator, rallied local 
volunteers to tackle the enormous task of moving the thousands of books 
and materials from storage into the new Library.

Library Director 
Carol Brock and her team proudly opened the doors to the “new and 
improved” Library on August 25" to much fanfare and celebration.

High School Study Groups 


To say that 2009 was typical in the life of a library would be a stretch. January 09 found the library 
in temporary housing while the expansion project continued through the year. 

A small but up-to-date collection was made available to our town patrons from a small room in 
the Town Hall. The bulk of our collection remained in storage. After months of hard work and 
dedication from our Library Trustees, staff and volunteers we happily opened our new library 
building on August 25"" 2009. 
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Heritage Commission, 2009 


The Heritage Commission completed their Procedures Manual after conferring 
with the NH Governmental Consultation Center. It participated with FIHS in the 
“Great Sheep Boom” program at the Old Meeting House. It continued to assist 
owners of eligible property to be accepted on the State register of Historic 
Properties and offered to conduct workshops on the process. 


In May the Planning Board formally requested that the Heritage Commission 
develop and present their opinion of the proposed site for the Cingular Wireless 
Cell Tower on New Boston Road/Route 136 as to “how the application might 
potentially affect the cultural and historic resources of the Town.” They 
requested a similar opinion on the proposed alternate site on Dennison Pond 
Road. While the first opinion was delivered to The Planning Board Chair the 
second request was withdrawn in September when the Planning Board deferred 
the choice of sites to the ZBA and work on the second report was suspended. 


There were inquiries and discussions about the village lighting, potentially 
renaming the town hall and the deterioration of the Mill in Mill Village. With the 
assistance of FIHS and their archives the Commission investigated the type of 
lights that were historically correct for the Town Hall and questions arose about 
the apparent abundance of funding available for the rehabilitation of Town Halls. 


The Commission approached the Selectboard about investigating the various 
forms of restoration funding for municipal buildings, such as the stimulus money. 
It received authorization for a study group to facilitate the research. The Study 
Group approached other successful Town Hall restoration/renovation groups. It 
was Clear, early into the very competitive funding process, additional information 
would be required. The engineering reports previously done were incomplete or 
dated. The groundwork for a needs analysis prepared by other dedicated town 
groups over the years could be built upon but needed to be updated as well. 


A current, professional feasibility study was needed. It had to be financed with as 
little municipal expense as possible. With the approval of the Selectboard we 
submitted grant applications for the required studies. The scope of the studies 
was to obtain a complete engineering analysis of the building, a UNH 
Cooperative Extension Service Participatory Survey, ADA, energy and other 
specialized reports. In the October we delivered grant applications to the NH 
Charitable Foundation for a Capacity or Impact Grant and L-CHIP for a Planning 
Study. The results will be available sometime in January 2010.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 2009 


The 2010 by 2010 campaign initiated in 2004 1s nearing its deadline — 
with another 176 acres conserved this year thanks to the Francestown 
Land Trust, the New England Forestry Foundation and the Russell 
Foundation. With projects currently in process we are within 175 acres of 
the campaign goal and will continue to work cooperatively with other 
conservation organizations to reach this target. 


The Commission is working on two joint projects with the Francestown 
Land Trust; both projects encompass some of the highest priority natural 
resources in our town and have received significant grant funds — total 
grant funds for both projects exceeding $175,000. The Piscataquog River 
project was approved for funding from the NH Dept. of Environmental 
Services Aquatic Resource Mitigation grant, the Russell Foundation and 
other private sources. The Shattuck Pond to Dinsmore Brook project was 
approved for funding from NH Land & Community Heritage Investment 
Program, the Quabbin to Cardigan Partnership project and from a private 
foundation. Both projects are in process, with much work still be done to 
assure all grant conditions and legal requirements are met. 


The conservation easement on the old ski area land on Crotched is nearing 
completion, after a few delays and resolving a few issues it appears we 
may be ready to close soon. 


Subdivision applications, sediment & erosion control plans and Zoning 
Board of Adjustment requests were reviewed and commented on. This 
year we spent a considerable amount of time examining applications for 
communication towers. Of particular concern to the Conservation 
Commission were issues related to the tower on Crotched Mountain as the 
site is surrounded by conservation land and particularly sensitive habitat. 


Commission members agreed to donate lumber from the Shattuck Pond 
Town Forest for help in the construction of the proposed new antique 
vehicle museum to be built near the Town Hall — all work-related to this 
was donated by townspeople — Jeff Tarr cut and skidded out the trees with 
his equipment, D.H. Hardwick and Sons donated trucks and employees 
Donald (DJ) Warner and Tom Paige donated their time to drive the trucks, 
and consulting forester Ron Klemarczyk volunteered his time to help 
select appropriate trees. Eleven large pine trees were cut; now milled, 
stacked and ready to be used on the project. 
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Trail maintenance is an ongoing item — this year most of our energy 
focused on dealing with the December 2008 ice storm destruction which 
caused a tremendous amount of damage to the trails. Most trails have been 
cleared by volunteers with only one heavily damaged section remaining; a 
few trail markers need to be added as they were lost when trees came 
down in the storm. Many thanks to those who helped with the storm 
damage cleanup. New trail markers were placed on the access road to the 
Dinsmore Brook Conservation area, and a revised trail marking system is 
being considered for this area. 


Members attended several educational workshops including programs on 
wetland regulations, wildlife habitat, conservation planning, invasive 
species and land stewardship. A couple of hikes were held, including the 
annual full moon hike in February - this year the full moon hike began at 
the Arnold residence on Old County Road North and after an invigorating 
hike through field and forests refreshments were enjoyed at the Arnold 
residence. 


Town-held easement properties were inspected during annual monitoring 
visits and all was found to be in order. Town-owned conservation 
properties were also inspected to ensure there were no problems or issues 
with the properties. The duck nesting boxes on the Crotched Mountain 
Town forest were cleaned out and shavings replaced — it appeared to be a 
successful year for nesting with only one of the nine boxes containing un- 
hatched eggs. 


The Joan Hanchett Nature Series Program continues as a combined effort 
of the Commission, the Francestown Land Trust, the GH Bixby Memorial 
Library, and our sponsor the Francestown News. This year a program was 
held in January on coyotes and wolves, a hands-on stick structure building 
program in the summer and another in the fall by archeologist Robert 
Goodby on Native Americans in New England. A program on ‘creatures 
of the night’ is planned for late January 2010. 


The Commission is participating in the planning process to develop a 
Piscataquog River Watershed Land Conservation Plan with the NH 
Southern Region Planning Commission. We have also discussed working 
with the Francestown Land Trust to develop a local conservation plan, and 
have gathered additional data for Natural Resource Inventory updates. 


Though .current economic circumstances make it more difficult, 
conserving our natural resources is and will continue to be critically 
important to our health and well-being: providing for safe drinking water, 
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clean air, land to grow forest products, for wildlife habitat, for growing 
food and for recreation. Additionally, as studies repeatedly show, open 
spaces help keep our taxes down. Open space costs less per tax dollar 
than residentially developed land as there are fewer related municipal 
expenses — and on average, communities with higher amounts of 
undeveloped land per resident have lower taxes than communities that 
have the opposite. Studies show that even publicly owned open space 
helps keep taxes down, and could even provide income by way of timber 
harvests. 


The Commission will continue to make every effort to work cooperatively 
with local landowners and other conservation organizations to conserve 
and manage our vital resources in the most effective way possible.

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WASTE DISPOSAL COMMITTEE 


The Transfer Station continues to make great strides increasing recycling efforts 
and reducing the amount spent on disposal of solid waste. Since 2005 we have 
been quite successful in reducing the cost of disposal. ‘Talkin’ Trash” is our 
educational tool providing valuable information on how the waste stream 
operates. At its annual conference in Manchester in August, Northeast 
Resource Recovery Association recognized our efforts last year to increase 
recycling by awarding Francestown its award for most tonnage in recycling per 
capita in New Hampshire towns in the 1000-5000 population range. The award is 
proudly displayed at the Transfer Station. Once again, the recession had a 
dramatic impact on our revenue stream. The Chicago Board of Trade, a 
commodity exchange, dictates the market price for recycled product-glass, 
paper and plastics. As we all know, the markets have been down and we find 
ourselves below break-even. There is some hope that things will improve in 2010. 
The committee continues to work on a plan to adjust the physical layout of the 
station. Unfortunately, we received one estimate that greatly exceeded our 
expectations.

With the help of Selectman, Betsy Hardwick; Police Chief, Stephen Bell; Fire Chief, Larry 
Kullgren; Road Agent, Gary Paige; Southwest Region Planning Commission and the EMD with 
the majority of the funding provided by a grant through the New Hampshire Department of 
Safety, Homeland Security Emergency Management through the Town of Francestown, 
Emergency Operations Plan was completed April 27, 2009. With both the Emergency 
Operations and the Hazard Mitigation Plans now updated, completed, and in place the Town 
can now continue to request project funding for emergency infrastructure repairs throughout 
the Town and funding for upgrading and improving equipment and materials used by EMS, 
Police and Fire services.

This year’s rabies clinic was a success. A rabies clinic will be held in April 2010 — watch 
for posters as to the date and time. State law requires cats be vaccinated against rabies. 
Remember, when attending the rabies clinic, cats need to be in a carrier and dogs on a 
leash. Please remember to bring along your animal’s current rabies certificate. 


State law requires all dogs over 3 months old be licensed by April 30" each year. 
Remember ~ in addition to the license fee — there is an additional fee after June 1“ to 
license your dog ($25.00 Forfeit Fee and $ 1.00 per month for each month you are 
delinquent). Proof of rabies vaccination (a rabies certificate) is required to license your 
dog — make sure you bring the certificate with you when you go to the Town Office to 
license your dog. 


Once you have licensed your dog, please put the license tag on your dog’s collar — this 
helps us locate you should your dog wonder off. There is a $10.00 a day pick-up fee for 
animals held longer than 24 hours.

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Francestown Board of Adjustment 
Annual Report - 2009 


The New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated and the Francestown Zoning 
Ordinance give the Board of Adjustment the power to: (1) hear appeals from 
administrative decisions relating to the enforcement of the Zoning Ordinance, (2) 
grant Special Exceptions under the Ordinance, (3) authorize Variances from the 
terms of the Ordinance, and (4) grant Equitable Waivers from compliance with 
the dimensional requirements of the Ordinance. In each case the power of the 
Board is strictly limited by the terms of the Statutes and the Ordinance. Persons 
wishing to bring a matter before the Board should examine the Ordinance before 
filing an application. Copies of the Ordinance, forms for applications, information 
on filing fees and costs are available at the Town Offices. 


During 2009 the Board heard the following cases: 

e Mike Palmer was granted with conditions a variance and a special 
exception to permit construction of a driveway near wetlands. 

e Scott Jackson was granted with conditions a variance to permit 
construction of a driveway over slopes in excess of 25%. 

e William McAuley was granted with conditions a variance to permit 
construction of storage barn within setbacks. 

e John Montgomery was granted, subject to conditions, two variances to 
permit construction of a septic system within 100'of wetlands and within 
125” of mean high water of Pleasant Pond. 

e SBA Network Services was granted two variances for setbacks and size 
of the facility at the top of Crotched Mountain and a special exception for 
two wetlands crossing. All were subject to conditions. An application for 
a variance to permit construction of a road on slopes greater than 25% 
was denied. 

The Board also held many hearings on the applications by AT&T for a cell tower 
on New Boston and Dennison Pond Road. Both cases were continued to 2010.

In 2009 the Planning Board saw a decrease in the number of applications it received for subdivision. 
Two new lots were created and one lot was eliminated by consolidation, for a net increase of one lot. Detail on 
each case is shown below. 

Ten public hearings were held to consider two applications for site plan approval for Personal Wireless 
Communications facility cell towers, which are ongoing. 

Because of the volume of meetings and the limited number of volunteer hours, updates we had hoped to 
make this year to the Town’s Master Plan were not completed. This will be a priority for 2010.

On February 17'" the Board approved a sediment and erosion control plan submitted by Scott Jackson 
for construction of a driveway to access a building site on Old County Road North (Tax Map 8, Lot 68). 

On February 17" the Board approved the application of Leonard Timothy Poole for the consolidation of 
two lots located on New Boston Road (Tax Map 12, Lot 17 and Tax Map 13, Lot 33). 

On March 3" the Board approved a Site Development Plan submitted by Shell Vacations (SVC

On July 7" the Board approved the application of the Town of Francestown for a proposed tree cutting 
on a town-designated Scenic Road as part of the replacement of the Collins Brook Bridge culvert on Pleasant 
Pond Road. 

On September 15"" the Board approved the application of Waldo E. Palmer for a two-lot subdivision 
located at Palmer Road and Bible Hill Road (Tax Map 6, Lot 32). 

On November 17" the Board approved the application of Peter J. and Raisa L. Marshall for a two-lot 
subdivision located on 1207 Greenfield Road / Route 136 (Tax Map 1, Lot 1). 

Various public hearings were held on an application from New Cingular Wireless/AT&T for a Wireless 
Communications Facility on New Boston Road / Route 136 Road (Tax Map 6, Lot 63-1). 

Various public hearings were held on an application from New Cingular Wireless/AT&T for a Wireless 
Communications Facility on Dennison Pond Road (Tax Map 6, Lot 61-2). 
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FRANCESTOWN’S SIX YEAR (2010-2015) 
CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PLAN 


The Town’s Capital Improvement Plan (CIP), which was updated in January of 2010, serves three 
basic functions: 


]. First and foremost, the CIP is a valuable planning tool which should help the Town to 
anticipate, prioritize, coordinate and manage its capital expenditures. 


2. The CIP will provide part of the basis for developing any impact fee system that will 
require a developer, under certain circumstances, to offset some of the increased cost to 
the Town necessitated by his project. 


3. The CIP will be essential for the development of any growth management ordinances, 
if, in the future, the Town should determine growth management to be necessary. 


When the CIP was first adopted in 1990 it was clear that, without large, one time increases in the 
tax rate, it would take some time to get to a spending level that could meet the town’s 
infrastructure needs. But by 2005, with the exception of the pace of road improvements, all the 
original goals had been met and although new challenges were on the horizon, the situation 
looked manageable. 


Since then, flooding has damaged bridges. Infrastructure failures nationwide have increased 
scrutiny of the safety status of bridges and resulted in ratings downgrades. Economic conditions 
and concerns about reserves increased the price of oil and oil by-products such as asphalt. The 
country has gone through a serious recession, unemployment nationally is over 10% and recovery 
is expected by economists of all stripes to be slow. In 2009 in response to the latter, and 
consistent with its goal of ‘managing’ spending to reflect economic conditions, the Planning 
Board cut $200,000+ from the six year CIP, delaying some projects, eliminating others. 


As a result of these and other developments, we are falling further and further behind in 
infrastructure improvements: 


The most critical problem is roads and bridges: 

e It is now estimated to cost $365,000/mile to reconstruct our paved roads. The cost of 
paving a mile of 20° wide road alone has gone from $56,000 in 2005 to a quoted $98,000 
for 2010. In terms of impact on residents: at our current-$100,000/year level of funding, it 
could take ten years to complete the reconstruction of Pleasant Pond Road. 


e At the same time, estimated costs of repairing just 4 of our 10 bridges that the State has 
flagged as being in urgent need or repair total $3 million. With cost sharing federal and 
state grants, the town’s share will be between 20% and 25%, or about $600,000, over the 
next 6 years. 


As a result, it no longer appears possible to meet the town’s infrastructure needs in a reasonable 
time frame, at least at the standards previously set, while still keeping recommended spending 
increases to a reasonable level. 


To address the problem, the Planning Board has decided to depart from its approach to past plans. 
This year it has established a ‘base’, or bottom, line CIP that may be expected to maintain the 
vehicle replacement schedule for purchases, to complete the 2010 by 2010 conservation 
campaign and to reconstruct about 4 mile of road. It will take advantage of available 
undesignated fund surplus in 2010 to cover the required match for a grant application for the 


81 


Russell Station bridge, now in progress and other priorities in subsequent years. It will not 
address the magnitude of funds needed for repair of three additional bridges on borrowed time, 
for a reasonable pace of road reconstruction or for any other big ticket item. 


To do that, the Board has initiated an additional tier of accelerated spending: an on-going increase 
of $100,000 per year in spending on road improvements. Approval of this warrant will add $.48 
to the tax rate. . 


The ‘base’ plan is reflected in Warrant Articles # 3 through #7. The supplemental portion of the 
plan is Warrant Article #8. The other articles are by petition or housekeeping in nature. 


The breakdown of the $502,000 of proposed net new capital spending (appropriations less 
withdrawals from reserves and other sources of non-property-tax revenue) for 2010 is listed in 
Column 2 of Exhibit | on the next page. Also included in Exhibit | are the articles as actually 
proposed by the departments. Footnotes indicate if the Selectmen and the Budget Committee 
recommend approval of a particular warrant article. 


The CIP is prepared - and this summary ts provided - to assist you in your decision making at 
Town Meeting.

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Road Improvement Report 


The finishing touch on Poor Farm Road was completed in 2009, that 
being a 1” top coat of asphalt. 


The reconstruction project for this year, and for the foreseeable future 
will be Pleasant Pond Road. The funding request as supported by the 
CIP committee and the Selectmen is $200,000. This is an attempt to 
get back on track with our road program. 


The scope of work will encompass drainage enhancements, some 
shoulder excavation, full depth reclamation, addition of 4 to 6” of 
processed gravel, and 2” of asphalt. This will be the procedure from 
Rte 47 to approximately the intersection of Old County Road North. 
From the County Road on, road bed excavation will be necessary. The 
extent of excavation will be determined by what we find under the road 
base. 


We will be installing between 850’ and 900’ feet of under drain on the 
hill between Old County Road North and Todd Road to help stabilize 
the road bed. All cross pipes will also be changed. It is hard to tell 
how far we can get because of unknown base conditions, but we expect 
it to be between Todd Road and 532 Pleasant Pond Road. We thank 
you and hope for your continued support.

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REPORT OF THE HISTORIAN- 2009 


There were 1183 registered voters: 357 Republicans, 261 Democrats, and 565 
Undeclared. 

Building permits issued: New Residences-2, Additions-8, Remodel-2, Barn/Shed-6, 
Standby Generator-4 and Miscellaneous-5. 

In February, Francestown resident Pat Soucy became the new postmaster. 

In August, the George Holmes Bixby Memorial Library held its grandreopening after 
over a year of renovations. The library had been operating out of the Town Hall for over 
a year during the renovations. 

The “2010 By 2010 Saving Special Places” land conservation program added 176 acres 
to their goal. Thanks to the following, land was protected in several areas: Ben and Kate 
Taylor —Bullard Hill/Brennan Brook, Tim Taylor- Old County Road South National 
Heritage District, Natalie Sanderson- Dennison Pond and Arnold- Old County Road 
North. 

Francestown Improvement and Historical Society sponsored the 92" annual Labor Day 
weekend and over $11,000 was raised for the society. The parade theme was “The Games 
People Play”. The Historical Rooms were open the second Saturday of the month. FIHS 
continued to sponsor, with help of a generous grant from the NH Council on the Arts, the 
Francestown Historical Documentation Project. Francestown elementary students 
photographed scenes around town and video taped oral histories from Francestown 
residents. In June, a presentation of this work was held at OMH and a DVD 
“Francestown, NH First-Person Histories” was produced and is available from FIHS. 
Other events sponsored by FIHS included: Community supper in June, “The Great Sheep 
Boom” by Steven Taylor (Co-sponsored with the Heritage Commission), the annual 
Christmas Tree Lighting and holiday program, seasonal flowers and holiday wreath 
decorations. There are currently 183 members of FIHS. 

The Old Meeting House sponsored several events including a performance by Downeast 
Maine Humorist Tim Sample, concerts by: Candace Wharton’s students, Monadnock 
Music, and a fundraiser by MaKay Strings. Other events held at OMH included tle Joan 
Hanchett Nature Series programs “The Great Sheep Boom” and “Digging Into Our 
Native American History”, FLT annual meeting, presentation of the Francestown Oral 
History Documentation project, and Labor Day Weekend vespers, tours and ice cream 
social. Two weddings were held at OMH and they also opened their doors for trick or 
treating. The major fundraiser for the year was the Skinner Antiques Appraisal Day in 
September. Restoration projects included scraping and varnishing the 3 front thresholds 
and re-anchoring the bell tower. A ventilation system was installed to draw moisture out 
of the building in an effort to preserve the plaster. 

The Garden Club held its most successful plant sale in its 9 year history, raising $2,600. 
They donated over $300 to FIHS for the annual plant sale table held Labor Day weekend. 
Four applicants submitted essays (500 words on their interest in the sciences). The winner 
of $750 was Alexis Gadwah and the merit prize of $250 went to Brittany LeGrasse. 
Pastor of the Francestown Community Church, Suzanne Lamport, retired in June. The 
church continues its search for a new pastor. 

There were 49 students enrolled in Francestown Elementary school, 59 in 1 Great Brook 
Middle School and 96 in ConVal High School. Francestown students were also enrolled 
in: 2 in Antrim Elementary, 2 in Greenfield Elementary, and 2 in South MeadowSchool. 
There were 15 home schooled students in town. 

Farming Fun 4H Club had 14 members. Members showed sheep and beef cattle at 
Hillsborough County, Belknap and Cheshire County Fairs and earned many awards, 
including a Championship at Hillsborough County Fair for best beef calf. Elizabeth 
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Roberts was chosen along with 3 other NH 4-H members to participate at Eastern States 
and won a Championship for best sheep. Members also showed sheep and participated in 
the Sheep Quiz Bow] at the Sheep and Wool Festival. Community service projects 
included assembling and delivering over a dozen welcome baskets, making blankets for 
the homeless and roadside clean up. , 
Francestown Food Co-Op, in its’ 35" year had deliveries from United Natural Foods 
every other month on Fridays and Associated Buyers once a month on Mondays. 

To the best of my knowledge, residents who served in the armed forces were: US Marine 
Corp-Gunnery Sgt Richard Beard, and Pvt William Dennis Robbins Jr. 

Francestown mourned the loss of several residents in 2009. 

January 2, 2009- Israel Herbert Vadney, “Phizz” moved to Francestown in 1918 and 
lived here most of his life. He was a WWII army vet He owned and ran the Francestown 
Village Store for 30 years, retiring in 1985. He was also an excellent woodworker. 
January 17, 2009- Richard P Ponton was a long time employee of St Joseph’s Hospital 
in Nashua and enjoyed flying in small planes. 

February 15, 2009- Phillip Wesley Ireland was a paratrooper in the US Army 11" 
Division serving in Germany. He was a civil engineer and land surveyor and was also 
Postmaster of Francestown. He had been a member of the Francestown Volunteer Fire 
Dept and had served as selectman, member of the planning board, and was town 
moderator for several years. He was member of Tyrian Lodge F& AM for 55 years, past 
master of Pacific Lodge No 45 F& AM, Francestown and wasserving as lodge Chaplain. 
February 23, 2009- Lucy Mary Philbrick moved to Francestown in 1947 and was a 
member of the Community Church and Oak Hill Grange for many years. 

May 25, 2009- Joan Lippincott Van Cleave taught elementary school in New Jersey, 
Virginia and the ConVal school district. She worked with special needs children in NH. 
She was a member of the Francestown Fire Dept Ladies Auxiliary for many years and 
had also worked in the Francestown Selectmen’s office. She enjoyed gardening, golf, 
horseback riding, and making baskets. 

July 5, 2009- Harry Murray, a land surveyor and wetland scientist, had a passion for 
conservation work and all types of science. He owned Hillsborough County Land 
Surveying. He was a Vietnam era Vet serving in the US Navy. He also enjoyed sailing. 
July 5, 2009- William F Hoyt Sr, born in Francestown, was a logger, trucker and farmer 
most of his life. He enjoyed his farm and taking care of his many animals. 

July 31, 2009-Michael Joseph Tempone Sr moved to Francestown in 1970 and wasa 
member of the first graduating class of ConVal High School. Hewas a self-employed 
carpenter and loved fishing, hunting and history. 

September 10, 2009- John A Kay was a veteran of the Korean War. He worked as a 
design engineer at Sanders and did free lance work for the law journal at Wayne State 
University. Most recently he worked at Monadnock Community Hospital. He enjoyed 
sailing and nature. 

November 12, 2009-Marc C Soares was a gifted athlete, played football at Central High 
School in Manchester, and was an avid skateboarder. He was very artistic, loved time 
with his family and loved to laugh. 

December 23, 2009- Laurence J Babine served in the 36" Regiment of Army Combat 
Engineers during WWII and received 5 battle stars for participation in the invasion of 
southern France, Anzio Beach-head in Italy, Battle of the Bulge and an arrowhead for D- 
Day. He operated his own printing business in Stoneham and Reading MA.After 
retirement he served as hospital chaplain for 11 years. He loved photography. 

All will be greatly missed by the community.

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The Public Assistance Department provided assistance to nine 
Francestown families this year. Two families have required 
on-going assistance or received assistance more than one time 
during the year. The economic situation and lack of available 
jobs has created a difficult situation for many residents. For 
some, it put them in a position to have to ask for help. We 
have also seen a number of families using the wood bank over 
the past two winters. At this time, we have enough wood for 
this year and possibly next too. Thank you to everyone who 
has donated wood to this worthy cause. 


The Public Assistance Department provides basic necessities 
such as food, shelter, utilities, and transportation when 
qualification standards are met. At times, there are other 
needs that arise that may not be covered by the regular 
program. For this reason, the Public Assistance Department 
now has a Trust Fund set up. The Trust Fund accepts 
donations for these needs. These funds are used when a need 
arises that falls outside of the guidelines. For example, a job 
training class, a drivers license renewal fee, or a car 
registration could be taken care of for a family to provide 
assistance towards obtaining a job. This is a wonderful 
opportunity for anyone who wants to help a local family by 
making a donation to the Trust Fund. 


In addition, the Public Assistance Department delivered 
cookies and personal items to over 25 special residents this 
year. A great deal of thanks goes to the Francestown 
Elementary School students who put together bags of goodies 
and delivered them to the recipients.
